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Talks on 
franchise 
approved 


In a move which one member of the 
audience said would effectively kill com­ 
petition for the cable television franchise 
in Lompoc, the City Council Tuesday 
night voted to instruct the staff to open 
negotiations with the present franchisee. 
City Attorney Alan Davidson had ad­ 
vised the council that because of the 
time frame in which a new franchise 
must be awarded to supersede the ex­ 
istin g 15-year agreem en t with 
TelePrompTer, expiring in September, 
1978, a decision on which of three options 
to take would have to be made soon. 
The options, Davidson said, would be 
to renegotiate with the present 
franchisee, open the cable franchise to 
bid or to consider municipal ownership. 
Councilman Charles Ward moved that 
the staff negotiate with TelePrompTer, 
with the stipulation that a disclosure 
provision be added to the franchise or­ 
dinance to require making public the list 
of those who get free cable service. 
Joe Johnson, manager of the cable ser­ 
vice, said his firm had no objections to 
including this provision in the ordinance. 
Ed Rodgers, a candidate for the coun­ 
cil in the last election, said the decision 
to negotiate with TelePrompTer and no 
one else would kill competition for the 
franchise. 
“The only way to find out what this 
service is worth is to go out and seek 
proposals," Rodgers said. “The picture 
and the product are no better than the 
base is getting for less money.” 
Vandenberg Air Force Base is served by 
a separate cable television service. 
Ward explained the reason for his mo­ 
tion by pointing out that TelePrompTer 
had indicated it was willing to “live 
with” the rather stiff provisions of the 
new franchise ordinance provided the 
city open renegotions with the firm. 
“Suppose we go outside with our stiff 
ordinance and get no one to accept its 
c o n d itio n s? 
That 
would 
put 
TelePrompTer in the catbird position," 
he said. 
His motion passed 4-1, with Coun- 
cilmember Elinor Lefkowitz dissenting. 
Under the provisions of the motion, the 
staff will negotiate with TelePrompTer 
for a new cable franchise and report 
back to the council within 60 days The 
council will hold a public hearing on the 
proposal the staff brings back. 
“This all but precludes proposals from 
other firms,” said Mrs. Lefkowitz in her 
objection 
While Johnson was making a presenta­ 
tion to the council, he was asked to 
clarify an implication that had been 
made that members of the city council 
receive free cable tv service. 
“How many members of this city 
council receive free cable service?“ 
Councilman E C. Stevens asked. 
“None," said Johnson, pointing out 
that in the early days of the cable service 
some free hookups were allowed as a 
promotional gimmick but ceased when it 
became popular and it was no longer 
necessary to “give it away.” 
Crucial vote 
op death 
penalty near 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — An impor­ 
tant vote on death penalty legislation 
was expected tonight in a major As­ 
sembly committee that appears to favor 
life imprisonment without the possi­ 
bility of parole. 
Among the six measures before the 
Criminal Justice Committee was a 
Senate-passed bill (SB155) by Sen. 
George Deukmejian, R-Long Beach, the 
major death penalty proposal which 
cleared that house last month on a 29-10 
vote. 
The Deukmejian bill, strongly sup­ 
ported by law enforcement, would 
provide death for murder under “special 
circumstances” such as murder by tor­ 
ture or during the commission of a rape 
or kidnaping. 
Another bill (AB240) by Assemblyman 
Alister McAlister, D-San Jose, identical 
to the Deukmejian measure, also was 
before the committee Four similar bills 
(AB23-34-91-538) were also up for con­ 
sideration. 
Assembly Speaker Leo T. McCarthy, 
an opponent of capital punishment, said 
this week the committee leaned toward 
life imprisonment without the possibility 
of parole legislation. 
Committee Chairman Ken Maddy, R- 
Fresno, agreed with McCarthy, saying 
that the liberal-dominated 
committee 
would probably vote to discard bills 
requiring capital punishment favoring 
lifelong prison terms. 
But most legislators observers agreed 
that the committee s action would not be 
final. 
The state Supreme Court on Dec. 7 
struck down California’s 1973 capital 
punishment law. One month later. Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown Jr. warned lawmak 
ers that he would veto "as a matter of 
conscience” any death penalty bill that 
reaches his desk

Ruling won't increase 
student sore behinds

Yesterday s Supreme Court ruling that swats by teachers are not uncon­ 
stitutional will not mean an increase of sore behinds in the Lompoc Valley. 
According to state law and local district policy, schools must have prior writ­ 
ten permission from parents before paddling a student. And then, only the prin­ 
cipal or assistant principal, in the presence of one adult witness, may ad­ 
minister the swat. 
At the beginning of each year, Lompoc district schools send home swat per - 
mission slips to all parents, who may sign and return them. It’s still up to 
parents to determine whether corporal punishment, which the district defines 
as "striking a student in any way,” can effectively discipline their children. 
Some parents may believe that merely signing the slip deters unacceptable 
behavior; they let their kids know what the principal can do. Or, as Fillmore 
principal Sonja Yates suggested, parents prefer the convenience of leavingdia- 
cipline up to the schools. “Paddle him," is the attitude, “and don't bother me.” 
Spanking is generally used with “aggressive," or “obstreperous” children, 
after preliminary warnings or measures such as detention have failed, local 
principals commented Lower-grade elementary students in particular, Yates 
said, better understand the sting of a paddle than a lecture. "I’ve paddled 
maybe four times in three years,” she said. 
Bill Williams, principal of Vandenberg Junior High, reported that swats have 
been used there about 50-60 times this year, usually for fighting on campus. 
Given a choice of a day’s suspension or a swat, parents usually approve the 
swat. “The youngster pays his or her debt and is soon back in class,” William!» 
said. (A swat is also cheaper for the school district, which loses funds for 
absences.) 
Don Hart, principal at Westwings, said he spanks his own kids, ages six and 
10, and prefers that other parents also discipline their own children. “I’ve only 
spanked three children in the five years I’ve been here," he said. He ad­ 
ministers “just one whack,” with the sole of an old tennis shoe. 
Of those three children, two have not been back to Hart’s office. The third 
was back for two more spankings, until “it was really harder on me than it was 
on him,” Hart said. "His behavior did not change.” While paddling was a last 
resort with the first two children, he said, its failure with the third indicated 
that the child needed more careful, day-by-day attention. 
Jack Folger, assistant principal at Lompoc Junior High, agreed that “with 
some kids it works. They never come bacfc.” Corporal — like capital — punish­ 
ment is a good deterrent, he said, and it's not just the pain, but the embarass- 
ment of a swat that deters “But with other kids,” he added, “you could spank 
them all day and it would never work. Hie Joe Blow that gets beat up and 
spanked every night at home couldn’t care less ” 
While some principals agree that the effectiveness of a swat “depends on the 
child,” others have less faith in corporal punishment: “If a child is not taught 
at home to respect authority, paddling at school will not change that, it may 
even make it worse." Charles McElmurry, principal at La Honda, said. 
Gerald Schockmel, La Canada principal, commented, "We attempt to teach 
students that it’s wrong to strike others. So for the purpose of consistency, it is 
better not to strike them." 
Nixon's lawyers argue 
on violation of privacy 


Hot fight predicted 
in Congress over 
Carter energy plan 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Richard Nix­ 
on’s lawyers argued in the Supreme 
Court today that Congress violated his 
privacy and the separation of powers 
doctrine when it passed legislation seiz­ 
ing the former president’s tapes and 
papers 


Nixon lawyer Herbert Miller asked the 
high court to overturn the 1974 statute 
which seized 200 reels of White House 
tapes and 42 million documents from his 
five and a-half years as president 


But the government argued that law is 
constitutional, that the Nixon tapes and 
documents are “public property" and 
that Congress acted because there was a 
“fear they would be destroyed." 
Congress passed the law, and it was 
signed by President Gerald Ford after 
Watergate prosecutors expressed a fear 
vital evidence in the political scandal 
would be lost if the tapes and papers 
were turned over to Nixon In January, 
1978. a three-judge appeals court in 
Washington ruled against Nixon. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Carter’s new energy plan includes tax 
proposals that could boost gasoline 
prices 57 cents a gallon by 1968, and 
House Speaker Thomas O’Neill predicts 
it will set off the hottest battle of this 
Congress. 
The gasoline tax drew widespread 
criticism from members of Congress at 
a White House preview Tuesday. It ap­ 
pears likely to fare no better when 
Carter unveils his plan to the entire 
Congress in a televised and broadcast 
speech to a joint session (at 9:30 p.m. 
EST) tonight. 
But many representatives of oil states 
also are bitter that Carter’s cures for 
the nation’s energy shortages place more 
emphasis on conservation than on 
boosting domestic production. 
Sen. Dewey Bartlett, R-Okla., said the 
President’s plan would be "for the 
country, a disaster; for our state, a 
catastrophic, cataclysmic calamity." 
O’Neill told reporters he foresees “the 
toughest fight this Congress has ever 
had" because of “parochialism, where 
it’s the natural thing for people to vote to 
protect the economy of their area." 
Some lawmakers, however, indicated 
they are convinced the situation is so 
serious they must place energy needs 
above other concerns of the folks back 
home. 
“This will affect tourism adversely, 
and the production people don’t like it,” 
said Rep. Teno Roncalio, D-Wyo., whose 
state depends on both the tourist trade 
and energy production. “But I think I am 
going to support the President fully, 
because he is right."

EERB mails 
election 
procedure 


The state Education Employe Rela­ 
tions Board mailed out yesterday its 
election order to the local district and 
the two rival teacher unions, formally 
approving May 11 for a collective 
bargaining agent election, and detailing 
polling procedures, the EERB confirmed 
today. 
The EERB was to determine how 
many polling places would be required, 
the hours that polls would be open and 
the number of poll observers to be 
allowed. Representatives of the Lompoc 
school district, the Lompoc Education 
Association and the Lompoc Federation 
of Teachers could not agree on these 
matters. 
The EERB’s order provides for four 
polling places, according to Norman 
Larsen, president of LFT, who today 
received word erf EERB’s forthcoming 
instructions. 
Earlier this month the LFT had agreed 
on requesting a traveling poll, which 
would visit all schools. 
Janet Bandy, a representative in the 
EERB’s regional Los Angek-3 office, 
would not disclose the contents of the 
order o.er the telephone, but noted that 
the state board generally provides 
“roughly” one election officer for every 
300-400 voters 
That would probably 
mean that two officers would be sent to 
Lompoc, where about 500 teachers will 
vote for an exclusive bargaining agent. 
The officers could preside over more 
than one poll, she said. 
Bandy said that the EERB generally 
provides one polling hour for each 80-100 
voters 
"We can process easily over 100 
ballots an hour,” she said. 
Bandy also said that EERB’s policy 
allows an equal number of observers 
from all parties to be present at each 
polling place. The Lompoc school dis­ 
trict and the LEA had requested one 
observer. The LFT had deferred this 
decision to the EERB, but “favored” 
two observers.

Santa Barbara area 
rocked by explosion 


A mysterious blast wrecked two business buildings and severely damaged 
several others in the downtown Santa Barbara business district Tuesday night. 
The explosion was heard as far away as nine miles, according to Santa Bar­ 
bara Police.

City fire officials said the explosion occurred at 8:45 p.m. in the 900 block of 
State Street near the intersection of Canon Perdido 
Stonehenge Jewels and an adjoining insurance office were demolished, of­ 
ficials said, and windows were blown out of the Bank of America branch next to 
the jewelry store. Window breakage also was reported in other nearby com­ 
mercial structures. 
No one was known to have been hurt in the blast, although police said they un­ 
derstood a man had left the insurance office moments before the explosion oc­ 
curred. 
A police spokesman said the doors of two safes were found hanging open in 
the jewelry store but because of the condition of the building it could not be 
determined immediately whether anything had been taken. 
Fire officials said there was a smell of explosive material on the timbers left 
standing in the building. They said they did not believe the blast was the result 
of a gas leak. 
“I have never seen a building so damaged,” said Fire Chief Richard 
Peterson. He said it would have to be propped up pending a decision later today 
on whether to tear it down completely.

Stopping short of guaranteeing a con­ 
tinuation of a previous funding arrange­ 
ment with the Lompoc Economic 
Development Association, the City Coun­ 
cil did instruct the staff to prepare the 
1977-’78 fiscal budget with the $20,000 
contribution included. 


The council voted down 2-3, a motion 
by Joe Valencia to release $15,000 in im- 
ponded LEDA funds now and to include 
$8,000 in matching funds in the 1977-78 
budget. 
This arrangement, Valencia ex­ 
plained, would give the LEDA more than 
enough money to meet its projected 
$28,000 budget for next year. Then, he 
said, if something developed whereby 
the association needed additional as­ 
sistance. there was nothing to prevent 
LEDA from coming to the council with 
a proposal. Valencia was supported on 
the motion by Councilman Charles Ward. 


The three other members of the coun­ 
cil, however, agreed with LEDA Vice 
President Tom Green and executive 
director Charles Carmichael that for the 
Association to “feel comfortable” in 
engaging with a long-range advertising 
program to attract industry to the com­ 
munity, it needed assurance of funding 
beyond the next fiscal year. 
Councilmember Elinor Lefkowitz then 
offered a motion to release the $15,000 in 
withheld funds now and to resume the 
former contract with LEDA under which 
the city gives $5,000 per quarter toward 
the association’s operations. 
This proposal passed, with the under­ 
standing, interjected by Councilman E. 
C. Stevens, that the council have oppor­ 
tunity to consider the matter again in the 
light of other priorities before final pas­ 
sage of the budget. 
With Mayor Charlotte Benton voting 
with Councilmembers Lefkowitz an 
Stevens, the motion passed to have the 
preliminary budget drafted with the 
$20,000 included. 
Mrs. Lefkowitz joined Green and Car­ 
michael in observing that for the first 
time, with recent federal grants and ef­ 
forts to secure private development of 
industrial facilities, the city now has 
“excellent prospects” of attracting 
desihable industry to Lompoc 
“It is not the time to stop when we are 
this close to success," Green said 
In other actiqns Tuesday, the council:

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Bill introduced to speed LNG plant 


' SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
measure designed to speed up 
state approval of a liquefied 
natural gas terminal was in­ 
troduced Tuesday by the 
chairman of the Senate Public 
Utilities Committee. 
Sen. Alfred E. Alquist, D-San 
Jo se , said the m ea su re 
(SB1061) was needed to assure 
that a liquefied natural gas ter­ 
minal (LNG) will be available 
by 1981 to avert a projected 
natural gas shortage. 
“Without new supplies the 
gas needs for both residential 
and industrial consumers can 
be met for only another three or 
four years at the most. We must 
not fail to meet this crisis 
because of bureaucratic red 
tape,” Alquist said. 
Meantime, 
Assemblyman 
Terry Goggin, chairman of an 
Assembly energy subcommit­ 
tee, planned late today to unveil 
what was described as “an As­ 
sembly leadership bill” on 
LNG. A Goggin aide said the 
bill would be supported by As­ 
sembly Speaker Leo McCar­ 
thy,- D-San Francisco. 
Neither bill has won the en­ 
dorsement of Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr., who has said he is 
trying to resolve differences on 
the controversial issue. The 
governor has said an LNG ter­ 
minal should be approved by 
the state by the end of the year. 
“It is my impression that 
everyone is doing their own 
thing on this issue," said 
Brown's chief of staff, Gray 
Davis. 
Davis said the governor was 
“ sifting through competing 
arguments from his energy ad­ 
visers on the four or five 
critical elements of any LNG 
bill.” He said he expected a 
decision soon by the governor 
on what type of LNG bill he 
would support. 
Alquist’s bill would grant the 
state Public Utilities Commis­ 
sion the exclusive power to is­ 
sue an LNG permit under “an 
expedited procedure.” 
The bill by Goggin, D-San 
Bernardino, would grant the 
state Coastal Commission the 
authority to select a site for an 
LNG terminal. However, the 
PUC still would be required to 
decide if such a plant would be 
needed. 
Alquist said it was logical to 
give the PUC the authority to 
review the need, safety and en­ 
vironmental impact of an LNG 
facility because the commis­ 
sion is e x p e rie n c e d in 
regulating natural gas com­ 
panies. 
Since any LNG term inal 
would be located along the 
coast, Goggin contends the en­ 
vironmentally conscious state 
Coastal Commission should 
have authority to select an LNG 
site He has said his bill would 
encourage state approval of 
locating an LNG terminal of­ 
fshore or at a remote location 
such as Point Conception. 


Postal rate 


can be put off 


for one year 


WASHINGTON (IJPI) - A 
postal rate increase cannot be 
postponed forever, but it can be 
put off for at least a year, says 
Postmaster General Benjamin 
Bailar. 
The reason for the good news, 
Bailar said Tuesday, is that the 
Postal Service has achieved an 
unprecedented surplus for a full 
year of operation. 
For the 12-month period 
ending in March, the service 
boasted a surplus of $5 million 
and for the fiscal year beginn­ 
ing last Oct. 1, Bailar said, the 
surplus has reached $45.5 
million. 
The surplus compares with a 
half-billion-dollar deficit for the 
first six months of the previous 
fiscal year, he noted 
“For the first time since 
postal reorganization (in 1971) 
we have a firm hold on our 
costs,” Bailar said. "As a 
result we have been able to put 
off the need for a rate increase 
until some time in the spring of 
1978.” 
Bailar made the announce­ 
ment in a speech prepared for a 
regional "postal forum” in 
Miami Beach 
The text was 
published in Washington. 
He said, however, a rate in­ 
crease cannot be postponed 
"forever”.

Chances better for farm bill 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — 
Chances for a compromise 
farm bill are better, according 
to congressional leaders, now 
that President Carter is willing 
to approve a sharp increase in 
his original plan for farm sup­ 
port targets. 
But even the new administra­ 
tion plan was found wanting by 
some Rep. Richard Nolan, D- 
Minn.. for one. predicted late 
Tuesday that rural lawmakers 
would reject the new plan as in­ 
adequate and challenge the 
President to a veto by adopting 
higher supports tentatively en­ 
dorsed by a House Agriculture 
subcommittee 
Carter coupled his revised of­ 
fer Tuesday with a warning, 
relayed through Agriculture 
Secretary Bob Bergland: he 


will veto any farm bill that, in 
boosting support targets, in­ 
creases potential government 
spending “by an unreasonable 
amount” above the $2 billion 
proposed annual average. 
While the behind the scenes 
work on farm supports went on, 
work resumed today in the 
House and Senate Agriculture 
Committees on sections of the 
omnibus bill which will include 
new farm support terms and 
changes in the food stamp and 
Food for Peace programs 
The first Carter four-year 
farm bill proposal would have 
taken effect in 1978, with annual 
average support costs of $935 
million. Bergland informed 
Carter that plan was in trouble 
in Congress. 
ITie Senate panel, even after 


hearing from Carter, tentative­ 
ly approved Tuesday a corn 
support target of $2.28 a bushel 
for 1978 although the new 
Carter plan calls for $2. 
Chairman Thomas Foley, D- 
Wash., of the House Agriculture 
Committee termed Carter’s 
compromise offer “ a much 
more realistic recomrpenda- 
tion” than the administration’s 
first plan. 
B ergland said C a rte r s 
second-round farm plan would 
set the 1978 target support for 
wheat at $2.90 a bushel instead 
of the $2.60 he proposed initial­ 
ly. The com target would be set 
at $2 a bushel instead of $1.75, 
rice at 7.2 cents a pound instead 
of 6.75 cents and cotton at 50 
cents a pound instead of 47.5 
cents. 
Strong growth told in economy 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
nation's economy shook off the 
effects of a record cold winter 
and rose 5.2 per cent in the first 
q u arter for the strongest 
growth in a year, the Com­ 
merce Department said today. 
The deparm ent said the 
Gross National Product after 
adjustment for inflation was es­ 
timated at $1,297 trillion, up 
from $1,280 trillion of the final 
three months in 1976. 
The 5.2 per cent increase was 
double the 2 6 per cent upward 
trend in the fourth quarter of 
last year. 
Despite a double-digit surge 


in wholesale prices in the 
winter months, the Commerce 
Department said the overall 
rate of inflation was 5.8 per 
cent 
The first quarter GNP gain 
was the strongest since the 9.2 
per cent increase in the first 
quarter of 1976. In fact, the 
Commerce Department said, 
the gain this winter would have 
been close to 7 per cent if cold 
weather had not closed facto­ 
ries and led to temporary job 
layoffs

in January and February 
reduced the increase in real 
Malfunction occurs in 
GEOS space satellite 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla 
(UPI) — A malfunction oc­ 
curred during a European- 
designed space satellite mis­ 
sion today about two hours 
after the satellite was fired into 
orbit by an American-made 
rocket, scientists said. 
The malfunction may have 
placed the GEOS satellite into 
the wrong orbit, they said If so, 
it would mean failure of the 
mission designed to unravel the 
mysteries of the earth’s mag­ 
netic fields 
The scientists 
reported it would take two or 
three hours to determine the 
situation 
“We will just have to wait for 
the data and shouldn't jump at 
conclusions, but something is 
certainly not normal,” said Roy 
Gibson, director general for the 
European Space Agency. 
Scientists said the problem 
appeared to be in the spinning 
of the spacecraft before the 


third stage of the Delta launch 
rocket was fired. Spin rockets 
are fired to start the spacecraft 
whirling—like a bullet—in 
order to aim the satellite into 
its designed orbit. 
The ro ck ets w ere p ro ­ 
grammed to spin the spacecraft 
at 97 revolutions per second 
Data sent back to earth in­ 
dicated the spin rate was only 
two revolutions per second. 
The cost of the GEOS 
program, including two space­ 
craft, is $120 million. If this 
first attempt fails, the second 
probably would be scheduled 
for launch as soon as possible, 
scientists said. 
The GEOS carries nine scien­ 
tific instruments to study the 
effect of the solar wind on 
magnetic fields around the 
earth. It was launched at 5:15 
a.m. EST in the pre-dawn 
darkness and was reported to 
be in orbit 25 minutes later.

$50 rebate

WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
President C arter’s $50 per 
person tax rebate, which once 
stirred debate over whether 
Americans really want money 
that their government must 
borrow, died in the Senate 
without a murmur of protest. 
The Senate also appeared 
ready to support Carter’s plan 
to give a $6 billion tax cut to 
those who use the standard 
deduction, at the same time 
vastly simplifying tax forms for 
those who use the new flat rate. 
But senators are balking at 
Carter’s request to postpone 
business tax incentives until he 
submits his tax reform propos­ 
als in September. 


Business investment “ re­ 
mains far too low and un­ 
employment, at 7.3 per cent, re­ 
mains far too high” to wait un­ 
til then, said Sen. Lloyd 
Bentsen, D-Tex., who echoed 
the sentiments of a bipartisan 
group of senators. 


The bill already approved by 
the Finance Committee con­ 
tains a $2.4 billion plan to give 
businesses either an extra 2 per 
cent investment tax credit or a 
credit for a portion of the wages 
of new workers. 


Debate on the tax bill began 
Tuesday afternoon in the 
Senate. Within an hour, the 
handful of senators on the floor 
agreed unanimously to go along 
with Carter’s request to kill the

McGovern claims Carter 
ready to deal with Cuba 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
President Carter believes all 
major issues with Cuba can be 
negotiated and won’t object if 
Congress moves to partially lift 
trade barriers against the 
Castro regime. 
These views were relayed by 
Sens. George McGovern and 
James Abourezk, both Demo­ 
crats from South Dakota, who 
reported to Carter Tuesday on 
their recent trip to Cuba and 
meeting with President Fidel 
Castro. McGovern told repor­ 
ters. “ I was encouraged. I 
found no rigidity on his part at 
all.” 
The senators quoted Carter 
as saying he would have no 
objection to a partial lifting of 
the em bargo on food and 
medicines. While he was not 
taking the initiative, they said, 
"he had no problems with 
Congress taking the leader­ 
ship.” 
But this week, Carter was 
concerned over selling his long- 
range energy policy. He will 
formally unveil details tonight 
at his first appearance as Presi­ 
dent before a joint session of 
Congress. 
The nationally televised and 
broadcast address (at 9 p.m. 
EST) will be a comprehensive 
follow-up to his Monday night 
speech in which he spoke in 
doomsday terms of a “national 
catastrophe” unless the United 
States immediately undertakes 
a strict energy conservation 
program 


Carter will make his third 
televised appearance at a news 
conference Friday morning, 
again spotlighting a week-long 
energy blitz. 
McGovern and Abourezk are 
sponsoring legislation for a 
limited lifting of the 1961 em­ 
bargo on trade with Cuba. 
McGovern said Carter “did 
express some concern about the 
level of Cuban forces in Africa, 


some concern about the agita­ 
tion in Puerto Rico, and a 
desire on his part to see some 
easing off on political prisoners 
in Cuba and Americans being 
held there. 
“He seems to regard all those 
as matters to be negotiated,’ 
McGovern added “He’s trying 
to look at the question through 
Cuban as well as American 
eyes.” 
Zaireans hold big rally 
in support of president 


KINSHASA, Zaire (UPI) - 
Tens of thousands of Zaireans 
held a rally today in support of 
President Mobutu Sese Seko 
while the nation hailed four- 
foot-tall pygmy troops as its 
new heroes for their role in 
government victories in Shaba 
province 
An estimated 60,000 students, 
school children and civil ser­ 
vants marched through the 
capital and then held a noisy 
rally in the 20th of May 
Stadium, cheering and yelling 
when Mobutu dramatically pro­ 
duced two prisoners reportedly 
captured in the fighting. 
Mobutu harangued the crowd 
about the dangers of the Soviet 
Union and Cuba in the most 
enthusiastic rally held in 
Kinshasa since the Shaba in­ 
surrection began March 8. 
Four-foot-tall pygmy troops 
taking part in the government’s 


cu rren t counter offensive 
became the new heroes and 
darlings of the nation 
The 
Zairean press extolled them as 
“excellent bowmen.” excellent 
jungle fighters and “ formidably 
efficient” fighters who helped 
turn the tide of battle in favor of 
the government forces 
The pygmies, armed with 
bows and arrows, took part in 
the government’s latest 40-mile 
push through rebel territory in 
southern Zaire to surround the 
strategic town of Mutshatsha.

Los Olivos property owners— 
faced with the threat of 
probable county limitations on 
future residential and commer­ 
cial building — now have a 
dozen or more building permit 
applications pending, it was 
learned today. 
Wendell N ichols, County 
Public Works official who is 
chairman of the County Special 
P r o b le m s 
C o m m itte e , 
acknowledged his committee 
“will have a recommendation” 
soon to go before the Board of 
Supervisors to restrain un­ 
bridled development of small 
lots set out in maps dating back 
to the 1880s. 
A moratorium of some kind is 
expected to be sought from a 
special session of the commit­ 
tee expected to be held this 
week, but Nichols said Fourth 
District Supervisor Robert 
Hedlund. of Lompoc, has asked 
for a week’s delay in any com­ 
mittee recommendation sent to 
the Board of Supervisors. 
Hedlund, it was learned, 
wants to meet next Tuesday 
with Los Olivos community 
groups and individuals to get 
further input from the citizens 
there before action is taken by 
the county board. 
Asked if the septic tank 
failures had brought about the 


crisis, Nichols said that ground 
water pollution is presenting a 
prime problem. 
Should homes and other 
buildings be built on all the 
small undeveloped lots of the 
small Santa Ynez Valley town, 
Nichols said the community 
“ would need an expensive 
public sewer system and expen­ 
sive road im provem ents.” 
Many of the public streets are 
unimproved and are causing 
drainage problems along with 
lo w -ly in g and o th er un­ 
developed lots on slopes and 
along the creek, he declared. 
Health problems come from 
pollution of a water table 
caused by drainage problems. 
The sm all tie r s of un­ 
developed lots being looked at 
by the committee are 50 feet or 
less in width. Nichols declared 


“we’re trying to insure building 
lots of adequate size to allow 
drainage around lots ” 
The Special Problems Com­ 
mittee session is aimed to cope 
with the problems of Increasing 
numbers of building permit ap­ 
plications coming into the coun­ 
ty’s SolVang office from Los 
Olivos landowners. 
Rumors of a possible building 
moratorium such as the one in 
the town of Santa Ynez have 
been spreading, causing the 
new flood of applications, it was 
learned. 
The Special Problems Com­ 
mittee was formed in the sum­ 
mer of 1974 to cope with special 
problems in the communities of 
Santa Ynez, Ballard, Los Olivos 
and Los Alamos. 
Nichols declared his commit­ 
tee feels the problems in Los

The Agriculture and Water 
Resources Committee ap­ 
proved the measure (SB345) on 
a 5-3 vote, the exact number 
needed, and sent it to the 
Finance Committee. 
The bill’s author, Committee 
Chairman Ruben Ayala, D- 
Chino, faced opposition from 
conservationists who said pas­ 
sage of the measure could force 
them to actively oppose many 
other state water projects. 
The Brown administration 
also said water from the rivers 
was not needed in other parts of 
California at least until after 
the year 2000. 
The wild river act, enacted in 
1972, placed a moratorium on 
development of the Klamath, 
Trinity, Ed and Smith River 
watersheds. The law permits a 
preliminary study of possible 
use of the Eel River to be con- 
7-------- 
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ducted in 1964 and Ayala said he 
would amend his bill to exempt 
the Smith River. 
Ayala argued that two opi­ 
nions from the Legislative 
Counsel said a $1.75 billion bond 
issue earmarked for develop­ 
ment of Northern California 
water resources and approved 
by voters in I960 tak es 
precedence. 
But Deputy Counsel John 
Moger told the committee that 
the courts had never ruled on 
the issue. 
“You can assume that you 
(legislators) can’t make sub­ 
stantial variances in a bond is­ 
sue, but what constitutes a sub­ 
stantial variance, I don’t 
know,’’ he said. 
Larry Moss, of the Planning 
and Conservation League, said 
the “greatest harm’’ of passing 
the bill could be the end of “ten­ 
tative” negotiations between 
the 
s ta te 
and 
fed eral 
authorities and c o n se r ­ 
vationists about the location of 
future State Water Project 
storage facilities. 
“There’s a lot of people out 
there who really care about 
these rivers,” he warned. “The 
legislature would be better to 
foster that cooperation rather 
than fractionalize it.” 
Ronald Robie, director of the 
Department of Water Resour­ 
ces, said the administration op­ 
posed the bill “because in our 
opinion repealing the existing 
act would leave unprotected 
one of the state’s most valuable 
resources.” 
Hospital 
'strike' 
to end 
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SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) 
The State D epartm ent of 
Health and the Union of 
American Physicians have 
reached an accord halting the 
spread of a “paper strike” in 
the State Mental Hospital 
System. 
In the agreement reached 
Tuesday, the state agreed to 
respond within thirty days to a 
union grievance on inadequate 
numbers of doctors throughout 
the hospital system. 
Doctors at the Porterville 
facility had begun a “paper 
strike” last week to protest in­ 
adequate staffing and the right 
to determine patient care. 
Physicians at other hospitals 
had threatened similar action 
this week if demands weren’t 
met. 
The “paper strike" amounted 
to doctors refusing to sign 
forms which were needed in 
order to receive federal funds 
for the state hospitals. 
A union spokesman said the 
Medical Officer of the Day at 
Porterville had to work 24 hour 
shifts every other day, which 
led to virtual “exhaustion.” 
Dr Jerome Lackner, Direc­ 
tor of the State Department of 
Health, said after negotiations 
with union chief Dr. Sanford A. 
Marcus, that the mental hospi­ 
tal system would continue to 
stress excellence in patient 
care and that physicians shall 
continue to direct that care. 


Redwood 
expansion 
urged 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - In­ 
terior Secretary Cecil Andrus 
has recommended a $359 
million purchase of 48,000 acres 
to expand Redwood National 
Park in Northern California, an 
expansion which has drawn the 
ire of logging interests. 


Andrus Tuesday acknowl­ 
edged enlarging the park would 
eliminate 1,000 to 1,100 logging 
industry jobs in the first year. 
But he said the jobs would even­ 
tually be lost anyway because 
old-growth redwoods are runn­ 
ing out and there is increased 
mechanization in the industry. 


He said the expansion is 
necessary to stop erosion in 
Redwood Creek caused by logg­ 
ing on nearby lands and logging 
road construction. 


Andrus said his proposal 
provides for the Labor, Com­ 
merce and Interior depart­ 
ments to study employment 
problems and possible solu­ 
tions. 


It also would "clarify the in­ 
terior secretary’s authority to 
establish guidelines” for log­ 
ging in areas which could harm 
the park. 
Logging companies rejected 
out of hand Andrus’ request for 
a 
s ix-m onth 
cutting 
moratorium in nearby areas, 
and cutting continues. 


A department spokesman 
said the bill may tackle the pos­ 
sibility of giving Andrus 
authority to set guidelines or 
negotiate with companies cut­ 
ting trees in nearby areas. 
"The public has purchased a 
national park whose prime as­ 
sets are being destroyed by 
logging on privately owned land 
just outside its borders,” 
Andrus said. 


Insurance Department under fire 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
Department of Insurance came 
under heavy fire Tuesday dur­ 
ing a Senate committee hearing 
(Hi legislation setting up a pilot 
program to test the sunset con­ 
cept of abolishing governmen­ 
tal agencies. 
Under the measure (SB5) by 
Sen. Omer Rains, D-Ventura, 
the department would be ter­ 
minated in October 1979 after 
legislative review unless law­ 
makers voted to continue the 
agency. 
The bill was held over for a 
vote at Rains' request until next 
week when more Govern­ 
mental Organization Commit­ 
tee members would be present. 


Rains said his selection of the 
Department of Insurance was 
particularly appropriate, noting 
release of an auditor-general’s 
report charging the department 
with favoritism to insurance 
companies and agents with 
former top department officials 
and inadequate business prac­ 
tices and illegal kickbacks in­ 
vestigation. 


Lee Koster, president of a 
San Jose insurance agency who 
said he has conducted investi­ 
gations into industry miscon­ 
duct, told the committee he was 
aware that a department in­ 
vestigation of an insurance in­ 
dustry executive was dropped 


after a luncheon of the ex­ 
ecutive and a department of­ 
ficial — a luncheon in which the 
department employe returned 
to work "under the weather.” 
“I don’t know what to do but I 
th in k you o u g h t to do 
something, gentleman,” he told 
the committee. " It’s a bad 
situation out there.” 
Hal Johnson, a family physi­ 
cian representing the California 
Medical Association, said his 
organization was forced to go to 
another state to try to start an 
insurance company of its own 
because of lack of cooperation 
from the department.

Interest rate 
down for vets 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
state Department of Veterans 
Affairs Tuesday announced a 
reduction of interest rates on 
Cal-Vet home and farm loans 
and the offering of limited 
home improvement loans to 
Cal-Vet loan holders effective 
May 1. 
Interest rates will be reduced 
to 5.6 per cent for loans under 
the 1974 Bond Act and 4.4 per 
cent for loans under the 1943 
Bond Act, said Veterans Affairs 
Director Virginia Days. 
She also said her department 
will grant limited home im­ 
provement loans to Cal-Vet 
loan holders, whose balance is 
at least $1,000, for energy 
conservation and local struc­ 
ture health and safety require­ 
ments. 
She said this program may 
also be used by Cal-Vet farm 
purchasers to dig wells on their 
property. 
Improvem ent loans may 
range from $300 to $10,000. 


SANTA MONICA, Calif. 
(U PI) — Groucho M arx’s 
longtime companion Erin Fle­ 
ming, who wants to be named 
his p erm an en t guard ian , 
screams abuse at the aged com­ 
ic, drugged him so she could go 
out on a date and confided she 
wished he was dead, a nurse 
testified Tuesday. 
B ut M a rx ’s p h y s ic ia n 
testified that Miss Fleming 
keeps his spirits up and is the 
only one who can get him to 
cooperate in taking care of 
himself. 
“I would be concerned about 
his progress if she was not 
around to provide this sort of 
stimulation,” said Dr. Morley 
J. Kent, describing the 86-year- 
old Marx as suffering from 
many ailments and mentally 
“undependable.” 
“He would be depressed if 
she left. He won’t eat, drink or 
get out of bed if she’s not 
around.” 
They testified at a hearing on 
an application to make perma­ 
nent Miss Fleming’s temporary 
status as Marx’s conservator, 
or guardian. Marx’s son Arthur 
challenged the request, asking 
he be made conservator. 
Beverly Hills police, mean­ 
while, pursued an investigation 
begun after earlier testimony 
that Marx might be in danger of 
being given harmful drugs at 
his estate. 
Jean Funari, a Marx nurse 
for two years, testified Tuesday 
“Miss Fleming told me she 
didn't know how I could stand 
being with Marx. Miss Fleming 
said ‘I wish he’d die’.” 
She said Miss Flem ing, 
Marx’s companion for seven 
years, “abused and browbeat” 
Marx, screaming obscenities at 


him. 
Dr. Kent testified Marx 
smiled at such treatment and 
“using harsh words seemed to 
be successful in getting him to 
do things," apparently unof­ 
fended because "people in show 
business talk differently.” 


Miss Funari testified that in 
Las Vegas in September 1976, 
Marx wanted to stay up late and 
Miss Fleming wanted to go out 
on a date so Miss Fleming 
fo rc e d M arx to ta k e a 
tranquilizer and left 


The physician testified he 
never prescribed tranquilizers 
or sedatives, which would be 
harmful to someone in Marx’s 
condition 
Marx is "emotionally atta­

state agencies was necessary to 
test the sunset concept and 
because “unless we have this 
sort of review, we won’t know 
whether this department or any 
other department is doing its 
job.”

LOS ANGELES (U PI) - The 
chairman of the state Little 
Hoover Commission asserted 
today that a crisis in the $4.3 
billion-a-year Department of 
Health forecast months ago “ is 
no longer imminent, it is here 
and growing.”

In remarks prepared for a 
hearing into the administration 
of the controversial Medi-Cal 
program for the needy, he 
charged that in the 15 months 
since the watchdog commission

“ But the budget of the depart­ 
ment has increased by $1 billion 
to $4-3 billion just in the period 
of time since we issued our 
report,” he said. “ We would 
like to know who has benefited 
from that $1 billion increase.”

At an afternoon session, the 
advisory panel, formally called 
the Commission on California 
State Government Organization 
and Economy, was scheduled to 
approve final drafts of reports 
on investigations into mental 
hospitals and the departments 
of Motor Vehicles and Tran­ 
sportation. 
In January of 1976, the com­ 
m ission assailed the ad­ 
ministration of the Department 
of Health, a vast centralized 
bureaucracy that operates ev­ 
erything from mental hospitals 
to the $2.6 billion Medi-Cal 
program.

Nation's weather 


United Press International 
Thunderstorms produced gusty winds and golfball-size 
hail in the Southern Plains and 14 tornadoes in three states 
¿Tuesday. 
The National Weather Service said 11 tornadoes touched 
down in Texas and one each in Kansas, Louisiana and New 
Mexico. 
Only two of the Texas tornadoes inflicted extensive 
damage leaving 18 persons with minor injuries. One twister 
touched down in Monahans, Tex., damaging stores, a 
hospital and a convalescent home. Another twister struck a 
residential area five miles north of the city, causing exten­ 
sive damage. 
A witness to the destruction in Monahans said the twister 
moved erratically across town. 
"It skipped so that the damage is in small pockets around 
town. The downtown business section is intact,” said Elaine 
Martin, a local television reporter. 
“ The really miraculous thing that happened was that no 
one was seriously injured,” said Monahans Mayor Dick 
Hoyner. 
“ It didn’t pick up and down,” another witness said. “ It was 
more like a big, big cloud of dust. We could see this other 
one. It looked like a tail about a mile long.” 
The tornadoes temporarily knocked out telephone and 
electrical service to the town of 9,000. 
In addition, heavy rains caused flash flood warnings for 
several counties in southwest Texas. 
Thunderstorms were scattered today from the lower half 
of the Rockies across the Central and Southern Plains and 
into the upper Plains. Showers and occasional thun­ 
derstorms also were reported from the Mississippi Valley 
across the Great Lakes, the Ohio Valley, the Tennessee 
Valley and the lower half of the Appalachians through the 
Central Atlantic Coast. 
A travelers advisory was in effect early today for locally 
heavy snow in the Colorado Rockies. 


Voyager 2 begins long journey 


PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) - 
One of America’s most ad­ 
vanced spacecraft was packed 
in large white crates and loaded 
aboard a specially constructed 
moving van today to begin a 
journey that may never end. 
The craft is called Voyager 2 
and it will set out from Cape 
Canaveral, Fla., this summer 
for Jupiter, Saturn and possibly 
points beyond. 
Voyager 2 begins the first leg 
of its trip Thursday aboard the 
van on the three to four day 
journey to the Kennedy Space 
Center from the Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory where it was built. 
After final tests and as­ 
sembly on a Titan-Centaur 
rocket, Voyager 2 will leave 
Earth Aug. 20, heading first 


torward Jupiter, the first of the 
mysterious outer planets. 
After examining Jupiter and 
some of its moons, the picture- 
taking spacecraft will be jiurled 
like a slingshot by Jupiter’s im­ 
mense gravity on to Saturn. 
If ail goes well, the National 
Aeronautics and Space Ad­ 
ministration then may target 
the probe for Uranus and pos­ 
sibly Neptune as it coasts out of 
the solar system. 
Voyager 2 will be the first of 
twin probes to set out on the 
ambitious mission. TTie second 
is scheduled to begin its journey 
from Florida Sept. 1, but since 
it will get to Jupiter first 
because of a faster trajectory, 
it is called Voyager 1. 
By the time they reach 


Saturn, Voyager 1 will be about 
nine months ahead. 
Voyager 1 will begin to take 
pictures of Jupiter in December 
1978 and pass within 220,000 
miles of the huge banded planet 
in March 1979. Besides gazing 
at Jupiter itself, the craft will 
look at the four largest Jovian 
satellites. 
Voyager 2 is programmed to 
pass within 443,000 miles of 
Jupiter in July 1979.

Track fans, thi$ is the one you have been waiting for! 
After weeks of watching Lompoc and Cabrillo run over, under, around and 
through opponents, piling up winning margins of 30 or 40 points, it’s down to the 
nitty gritty: Lompoc vs. Cabrillo — somebody’s going to lose. 
The meet will begin at 3:15 tomorrow afternoon on the Lompoc track and Joe 
Sciame figures that will give the Braves a slight edge. 
‘We know the runways and it’s always nice to compete in a big meet on your 
own track and this is a big meet,” Sciame said 
‘Dope sheets,’ the measuring tool of track and field meets have been made 
out over and over by Sciame and his counterpart, Buck Crosby. And according 
to each coach the score is different each time, but the outcome is the same — 
one wins, one loses. 
The last dope sheet by Crosby reveals Cabrillo as the winner by eight points. 
Ironically, Scaime has Lompoc winning by the same margin 
Mr. Bickford (Cabrillo principal) doped the meet out and had us winning by 
two,” Crosby said. 
A coin flip would do just as well as far as this meet is concerned 
For the most part, both teams are healthy, but Cabrillo seems to be the tean\ 
that is the worse for wear. 
Mickey Scott is nursing a sprained ankle and he is doubtful for the meet in 
the long jump and triple jump. 
“Without Scott in the field events that will give us the decided edge,” 
claimed Sciame. 
Cabrillo shot putter Greg Bracken will not suit up for the meet due to an il­ 
lness. 
“This is going to be a nickel and dime meet,” Crosby observed, “second and 
third place will be very important and what it boils down to is the depth of each 
team in events.” 
The first three places will be awarded points, five for first, three for second 
and one for third with the winning relay team getting five points and the loser 
none.

Polly’s Pointers 


V 
By Polly Cram er 


T ry these tim e-savers 
to tackle cleaning 


Cleaning nod everyday jobs nre not ensy by anyone's stan­ 
dards but with different and perhaps unusual ways to do them, 
such jobs can be almost fan. Oar renders have always come np 
with many sach pointers. 
DEAR POLLY — When taking ashes out of the fireplace, 
dampen a folded newspaper on one side and turn face down 
over the bucket or scuttle. Simply lift a corner of the paper as 
you put in each shovelful of ashes. The damp paper catches 
any flying dust Also, the cardboard that comes in a shirt 
from the laundry makes a more satisfactory “ picker upper’' 
than any shovel or dustpan. 
DEAR POLLY — When you want to rearrange the furniture, 
lift one end of a piece at a time and put a child’s roller skate 
under each end if moving over a bare floor, it is worthwhile to 
glue a bit of felt on the skate wheels. 
One big housekeeping worry for mothers is the black marks 
that children's shoes often make on the floor. Usually a pencil 
eraser will remove them without hurting the wax job or scrub­ 
bing so hard. 
DEAR POLLY — It used to be so annoying to put the storm 
windows up and then in a few days see spider webs between 
the windows. Now 1 spray insecticide around the casings, 
after I wash the windows on the outside. 
DEAR POLLY — If paper is stuck to a varnished table top, 
do not try to scrape it off with a knife. Pour on olive oil, a few 
drops at a time, and rub with a soft cloth. Repeat until all the 
paper comes off. 
DEAR POLLY — When covering chairs with plastic 
material, I tie a man’s folded handkerchief over my dry iron 
with the temperature set at "wool” . I use this to warm the 
plastic just enough so it stretches easily around the corners. 
This is a bit harder than making pleats at the comers but looks 
so much better it is well worth the trouble. 
DEAR POLLY — If you have trouble reaching those 
cobwebs in a high stair well, tie an old towel on one end of a 
broomstick With no trouble at all clean the whole wall free of 
webs No stretching at all. 
DEAR POLLY — This is for those who scrub floors on their 
hands and knees My husband took a scrap of lumber about 
twelve inches square and put four rollers on the bottom I 
glued a piece of foam rubber on the top and then covered that 
with a scrap o* cloth to finish my “ scooter". My knees are 
really saved as I scoot over the floor while cleaning it. 
DEAR POLLY — My wife is so pleased with the basement 
clothesline to which 1 attached spring-type clothespins The 
clothesline is a wire which I threaded through the coil springs 
in the pins The dry clothes fall right into her hands or the 
basket by merely pinching the clothespins

Energy plan 


President Carter’s anxiously 
awaited energy message was a 
“shocker” in some respects in 
calling for drastic changes in 
our lifestyles. 
H owever, it is an in­ 
escapable fact that unless we 
make some hard choices, now, 
hard in relation to what we 
have been accustomed to, the 
choices we will face in the 
future will be even harder. 
This we must believe. 
We feel that a national 
energy policy, if it is to be 
c o mp r e h e n s i v e 
and 
meaningful, must be two­ 
pronged. It appears that Presi­ 
dent Carter’s objectives are 
just that. It appears to be 
designed to strongly en­ 
courage energy conservation, 
far beyond the feeble volun­ 
tary efforts now under way. 
On the other hand, it en­ 
courages the development of 
new energy sources, such as 
oil, gas and coal, as well as the 
more exotic and distant ones 


such as solar energy. 
President Carter is hoping 
that his plan will strike a 
balance between government 
coercion on the one hand and 
th e u t i l i z a t i on of the 
marketplace on the other. 
Some say that the self- 
regulating law of supply and 
demand, if allowed to operate 
freely, would accomplish twin 
goals of energy conservation 
and energy development more 
efficiently than government 
edict. 
We can expect vigorous dis­ 
sent from environmentalists 
on the Carter plan for his 
heavy emphasis on the ex­ 
ploitation of the nation’s coal 
resources to supplant a grow­ 
ing dependence on foreign oil. 
If we can believe the predic­ 
tions of our dwindling energy 
supply, and we must , 
Americans should really be 
worrying about whether or not 
the energy program as out­ 
lined goes far enough.

Finally the truth 


On February 28. 1972. Senator James 
Buckley said on the floor of the Senate 
that the Shanghai Communique signed by 
President Nixon and Chou En-lai was be­ 
ing “widely interpreted both at home 
and abroad as signaling the ultimate 
abandonment of Taiwan." Senator 
Buckley was not alone. Mr Joseph Kraft 
had w ritten from 
Shanghai, “The big 
American loss, of 
course, came with 
respect to Taiwan 
The final communique 
... makes no mention 
of the security treaty 
that binds the United 
States to support 
Taiwan again st a 
takeover by force It 
was the first time Mr. 
Nixon him self has 
climbed down in so ex­ 
plicit a fashion ” 
Stan Kamow of the Washington Post 
had written, “Mr Nixon acknowledged 
that the United States 
does not 
challenge’ Peking's claim that Taiwan is 
Chinese territory, and that there is only 
one China He further reaffirmed that 
the Taiwan question should be resolved 
‘by the Chinese themselves,’ thereby 
emphasizing that the United States no 
longer bears responsibility for the 
problem These U.S positions thus con­ 
cede to the Chinese government what it 
has been requesting for years.” 
Now all this deeply alarmed President 
Nixon He was being challenged in New 
Hampshire in the Republican primary by 
Representative John Ashbrook. and he 
was otherwise nervous about the 
forthcoming political contest and the 
possible defection of American conser­ 
vatives. So what did he do? He called in 
Senator Goldwater and lied to him. 
Senator Goldwater, on March 1, ad­ 
dressing American conservatives in 
general, cautioned them not to heed the 
' terrible distortions” of the comminique 
made by “newspaper reporters and news 
commentators.” He told us all that he 
had talked 
"personally” to President 
Nixon and to Henry Kissinger, (then 
National Security Adviser) and to 
William Rogers (then Secretary of 
State), and that they reassured him that 
nothing was lost, no change in attitude 
toward Taiwan was in prospect. “We 
have not given away one single thing to 
the Red Chinese,” said the Senator, serv­ 
ing as Charlie McCarthy to Richard Nix­ 
on. 
We now know that Senator Goldwater 
was bamboozled Hardly his fault, in­ 
asmuch as one tends to believe state­ 
ments r lade eye-to-eye by Presidents of 
the United States, notwithstanding the 
historiai case for skepticism 
In February of this year Joseph Kraft 
wrote that “It now seems apparent that 
Nixon and Kissinger virtually assured 
Peking that they would scrap the Taiwan 
connection in a couple of years.” This 
didn’t surprise Kraft, who had in­ 
terpreted the communique as promising 
that, in effect. But — interesting^

enough — it did surprise Carter, whose 
aides called on Nixon’s lawyers to come 
up with the working papers drafted after 
the meetings between Nixon and Chou. 
And, sure enough, there it was: Nixon 
promising to “normalize” relations with 
mainland China. “Normalize” means: 
rescinding the mutual defense treaty 
w ith 
T aiw an and w ith d raw in g 
diplomatic representation — at which 
point China would vouchsafe to receive 
our ambassador. We shall see whether 
President Carter proceeds to bring on 
“normalization.” There is time to argue 
the merits of the matter, since the word 
is Mr. Carter does not intend to move un­ 
til the fall. 
Tricky Dick. I remember, a fortnight 
before we all packed off for China, an 
hour with Mr. Robert Abplanalp, one of 
the two closest friends of the President, 
a genial, intelligent man, devoutly anti­ 
communist. “If Nixon sells out Taiwan, 
he’s going to lose the conservative vote,” 
one man in the room said Abplanalp 
commented confidently, “If Nixon sells 
out Taiwan, he’s going to lose my vote!" 
Nixon would never do anything like that, 
the majority of American conservatives 
believed, along with Abplanalp, even as 
they never believed that Nixon would be 
the principal agent in the postwar era for 
the detoxification of Communism. Well, 
he fooled Barry Goldwater. He fooled 
Bob Abplanalp. He fooled the American 
people. 
After the election he was stopped from 
proceeding with normalization only by — 
Watergate He needed conservative sup­ 
port in Congress, with all that talk of im­ 
peachment. So add one more thing to the 
effects of Watergate It led not only to 
the loss of Southeast Asia but — ironical­ 
ly — to a reprieve for Taiwan. We shall 
now see whether President Carter lives 
up to President Nixon’s promise to 
betray our ally. 


WASHINGTON — The private papers 
of Tongsun Park reveal that the Korean 
influence peddler’s international 
economic empire has become a business 
junkyard, with creditors and taxmen 
fighting over the remnants while his 
skeleton staff bemoans the confusion. 
We were the first to report on Park’s 
shennanigans in 1974 when we found him 
gallavanting around the Middle East 
with then-Rep. Richard Hanna, D-Calif. 
Hanna wasn’t we learned, the only con­ 
gressman who was cozy with Park. 
The well connected Korean has been a 
shadowy figure in Washington’s power 
circles since the late 1960s. He has enter­ 
tained such notables as House Speaker 
Thomas “Tip” O’Neill, D-Mass , and 
former President Gerald Ford. 
But now the bespectacled, cherubic 
Park is a pariah in Washington. The 
Internal Revenue Service claims he 
owes 94.5 million in back taxes. The tax­ 
men have filed liens against his bank ac­ 
counts and have seized two of his posh 
houses. Park has fled the country, and 
was last reported ensconced in London, 
safe from the subpoena powers of the 
numerous U.S 
government investiga­ 
tions. 
In addition to his impounded property, 
Park has left behind the shell of his 
m ajor business creation, P acific 
Development, Inc. Many of its records 
have been masticated by shredding 
machines in the manner of an embattled 
foreign embassy. But reporters Lew 
Perdue and Ken Cummins have obtained 
documents which escaped the shredders. 
These private papers show the side of 
Tongsun Park which he tried to keep hid­ 
den for years while he wined and dined 
his way around the globe. 
The documents show Park was never 
one to go second class. Air France 
presented the gallavanting entrepreneur 
with a certificate when he crossed the 
sound barrier aboard a Concorde on 
Sept. 30, 1976. But the documents also 
show that Park had a tendency not to pay 
for his first-class adventures. 
The Abu Dhabi Hilton recently wrote 
Park about his 55,580.06 outstanding bill 
and London’s posh Claridge Hotel has 
sternly demanded payment of overdue 
bills from November 1976, for more than 
500 British pounds. Other internal 
memos indicate that Park probably stif­ 
fed at least one American hotel. 
His financial fandangos have also 
astounded a number of the American 
banks which once welcom ed the 
Korean’s business On June 23, 1975. for 
example, the Riggs National Bank of 
Washington sent Park a friendly 
reminder that his account was slightly 
overdrawn to the tune of $194,284 44. And 
the National Bank of Washington has 
sent PDI a final notice that a $2,246 42 
payment is due on a loan. According to 
the notice, “ Further delinquency cannot 
be permitted.” 


Park’s papers indicate that the 
American Express company has jerked 
P a r k ’s c r e d it card p r iv ile g e s . 
Meanwhile, his Washington staff is 
floundering, pleading for a “definite 
chain of command,” someone to bring 
order as it tries to decide which creditor 
to stave off next with a token payment. 
Humor sometimes creeps into the 
chaos at Pacific Development. A com­ 
pany official, for example, accidentally 
omitted a name from the staff payroll. 
He explained in a memo, “In my hurry to 
spend the money, (the house and cor­ 
porate cars had been taken by Internal 
Revenue the previous night) I forgot to 
add the $6,000 for Mr. Lee to the list.” 


But at least one of Park’s old friends 
and creditors hasn't turned her back on 
him. Beautiful, blond Washington 
socialite Tandy Meems Dickinson 
graced many of Park's social events. We 
found an Oct. 10, 1975 promissory note 
from Park to Dickinson for $50,000 (plus 
12 per cent interest), given by him “for 
value received.” 


Dickinson told us she was aware of the 
$50.000 matter, but she referred us to her 
business manager, Richard Staples, for 
the details. Staples, who is also a direc­ 
tor of Park’s company, had a spokesman 


tell us he had no comment on that or any 
other of our questions. 
“It’s all legitimate," Dickinson as­ 
sured us. “There’s nothing hanky-panky 
about that, I can guarantee it 100 per 
cent.” 


The lovely Dickinson described herself 
to our associate Jim Grady as “just a 
simple Southern girl.” She pointed out 
that she was wealthy in her own right, 
adding, “My attraction to Tongsun was 
just for simple pleasure, you know, for 
simple friendship...He’s just a pal of 
mine ” 


Nor have the scandals about his 
political dealings and his shady financial 
operations changed her mind. “As far as 
I can see,” she said, “the man is OK.” 
Footnote: We contacted all the finan­ 
cial institutions the documents linked to 
Park. None of them wished to elaborate.

Development referred us to an attorney, 
who had no comment. Our attempts to 
reach Park for direct comment were 
fruitless. 
INSIDE THE WHITE HOUSE - Jim­ 
my Carter never stopped campaigning 
after he won the election. This has 
stirred criticism that he is all style and 
no substance. But private soundings in­ 


dicate that his strategy has paid off. He 
has bolstered his popularity with the peo­ 
ple. thus strengthening his ability to cope 
with Congress. Meanwhile, he has been 
quietly courting alienated liberals, with 
varying success. 
— Rep. John Dent, D-Pa., an un­ 
abashed labor champion who keeps a 
lump of coal on his desk, paid a private 
call on President Carter the other day to 
seek his support for a $2.85 hourly 
minimum wage. The President seemed 
to agree; he promised to consult Dent 
before endorsing any lesser figure. The 
next day. Labor Secretary Ray Marshall 
announced that the Carter administra­ 
tion supported a $2.50 minimum 
So 
much for consultation. 
— Rep. Phillip Burton, C-Calif., dean 
of the House’s liberal wing, was invited 
to the White House recently for a private 
luncheon with the President. They dis­ 
cussed national issues over bacon- 
lettuce-and-tomato 
sandwiches 
and 
southem-style peanut brittle. One per­ 
sonal note, Carter consoled Burton over 
his one-vote loss to Rep. Jim Wright, D- 
Tex., in the race for majority leader. 
Burton let the president know that the 
liberals had not given up the game. “It’s 
just one inning,” he said, “in the ball 
game.”
